Great Britain, France, Germany, 
Greece, Cuba, Argentina, Poland, 
Rumania, Sweden, Turkey and the 
Italian island of Rhodes yester- 
day to become citizens of the 
United States.

Bankers Foresee Action 
by U. S. as Necessary 
for Protection. 


NEW YORK, June 26.—(,))— 
United States may have to 
face the question of seizing for- 
eign-owned assets here to protéct 
more than $5,000,000,000 in loans 
to countries invaded by the Nazi 
forces in Europe, banking sources 
said today. 

Mainly in doubt; it was noted, 
is the $4,160,000,000 France owes 
the United States on World War 
debt account. 

The United States’ chances of 
collecting on the war debt, bank- 
ing circles observed, obviously 
would be remote since a victorious 
Germany would have a first mort- 
gage on France for any claims to 
reparations the Nazi regime might 
make in the final statement. 

Approximately $600,000,000 in 
bank balances and long-term in- 
vestments in the United States 
have been frozen under the Wash- 
ington order to prevent French 
assets from falling into Nazi hands. 
In addition, 
of French gold has been tied up. 

The major part of French- 
owned assets in the United States, 
it was said, consists of bank de- 
posits and gold, rather than direct 
investments in factories or busi- 
ness houses.

herited. The child more often in- 
herits the tendency from a grand- 
parent, that is, the parents, one or 
both, carry the tendency in reces- 
and do not themselve 
develop diabetes. The child can- 
not inherit diabetic potentiality 
from one diabetic parent alone if 
the other parent is not a carrier 
of the tendency—that is to say, if 
the other parent did not inherit 
the tendency. Professor Joslin 
estimates that 25 per cent of our 
entire population are now Car- 
riers of the potentiality or ten- 
dency and may pass it on to their 
children. 

I say Dr. Joslin begs the ques- 
tion. After all, what good or bad 
feature of human life is not simil- 
arly hereditary? 

Of the actual causes of diabetes, 


obesity is foremost. 


People who are training for dia- 
betes generally take on superflu- 
flesh and carry this excess 
weight for 10 years or more be- 
fore they finally achieve diabetes. 
Mind, I do not say that everybody 
who accumulates slacker flesh will 
inevitably develop diabetes. But it 
is the direct route if you have in- 
herited the potentiality. 

Describing the common vitamin 
B deficiency of people who follow 
ordinary refined modern diet, 
Drs. Vorhaus, Williams and Wa- 
terman (J. A. M. A. 11-16-35) 
said these signs or symptoms often 
go unrecognized, that is, their sig- 
nificance is missed: 

“Vague pains, usually elicited 
only by pressure over the nerve 
roots. General malaise, anorexia 
(lack of appetite) and _ constipa- 
tion. Small amounts of sugar may 
present in the urine, without 
hyperglycemia (excess sugar in 
blood). There is usually a large 
carbohydrate intake, often 
ciated with a tendency to obesity% 
These cases are frequently classi- 
fied as potential diabetes.”
